The prices at which shoes were sold 
to department X totf and small re¬ 
tailers were not readily comparable 
but the department atorea appeared 
to purchase most of the slow-moving 
merchandise seasonally cleared from 
manufacurera* stocks at reduced 
prices, said the accountant. Thou: 
companies selling a large portion of 
their output to "mall retailers suf¬ 
fered heavy losses from bad debt* 
said the witness. 

RAGE RULES VARY 

During tbe last few year* a number 
of small shoe companies had started 
business in small towns and tha 
country district of Quebec.

sleep became a whole pattern of ex¬ 
perience which had meaning. De¬ 
spite varying environments and 
health conditions all of my children 
were angels'* about going to sleep. 
They re-acted to my maternal com¬ 
mand to go to sleep by closing their 
eyes and preparing for sleep. 

SIMPLE WORDS 

In all ordinary horns situations 
why not one simple sentence which 
conveys to the small child what we 
mean? Children are always delighted 
to show that they understand us. 
There Is always a powerful compul¬ 
sion to act as we direct when the- 
child has habitually acted in that 
way to the stimulus of certain words. 
We thus promote the chances of 
obedience when we utter simple com¬ 
mands couched always in the same 
understandable terms
